Writers for P. T. A. 
Magazine Offer “Iron 


Curtain” as Object Lesson: 


Studying the Iron Curtain of- 
fers an “angle of approach” for 
teaching American young people 
“the score about Communism,” 
two, authorities suggest in the 
February issue of The PTA Mag- 
azine. 


The article is the first of a five 
part series by Harry and Bonaro 
Overstreet, entitled “When Free- 
dom’s Young People Confront 
Communism.” This series will be 
of interest to Mississippi Subscrib- 
ers to the PTA Magazine. 

The authors of several best 
sellers, including What We Must 
Know About Communism and The 
War Called Peäce, point out that 
Ameficans génerally agree that 
| young people “must have some 
well-ordered chance to learn the 
score about Communism.” 

“It is one thing, however, to 
know that .we. must undertake 
this task of. teaching,” they note, 
“and quite another to find out 
how it can best be done.” 

Because the subject is one 
“around which ` adult fears, con- 
fusions, partsanships, self-dedica- 
tions, and angry disagreements 
thickly cluster,” the Overstreets 
see a risk that “strident” adult 
voices ‘may build resistance in 
children to “the very facts they 
need to learn.” - 

Even agreement that “we must 
teach the facts avout Communism, 
“leaves unsolved. the problem of 
“more such facts than we can

The. Overstreets suggest the 
“Iron Curtain approach”: “Start 
the study of Communism by 
setting them to ask ... why the 
Communists need this Curtain <. . 
What are they walling in and

“Monstrous as it is,” they ex- 
plain, “the Iron r is a fa- 
miliar aspect of today’s world. 
Our students have no 
memory of a time when it did 
not exist, and out of its always 
they have 
made a kind of acceptance of it. 
If they are to understand both 
the presumption of Communist 
aims and the state of war that 
inevitably exists between the Par- 
ty and the rest of mankind ... 
they must stop taking the Iron 
Curtain for granted.” 


Such study will have strong ap-: 


peal to young people because 
“most of them, in our experience, 
hold strong views about ~ what 
ought not to be done to people. 
High on the list of things that 
ought not to be done are those 
whieh the Iron Curtain repre- 
sents.” 

Moreover; the Iron Curtain 
“points up the contradiction be- 
tween what the Communists say 
and what they do where they 
hold the instruments of power.” 

“Finally, a study of -the Iron 
Curtain can help,” the Overstreets 
declare, “to make young minds 
fairly immune to those current 
‘propaganda lines that aim to neu- 


‘tralize the conscience of free peo- 


ple and leave them hesitant about 
taking any decisive action to de- 
fend freedom.” 

The implications of the “better 
Red than dead” philosophy, they 
point out, are that “when it 
comes to a showdown we will 
yield and prepare ourselves to live 
not with Communism but under 
it. 

“Here the lesson of the Iron 
Curtain is a double one. First it 
tells the awful price we would 
pay for letting Communism ‘take 
over. Second, it tells us that 
Khrushchev is in no position to 
exact blackmail . . .

PLAN RELEASING 
OF COTTON ACREAGE 


JACKSON, Miss.—Releasing of 
cotton acreage that will not be 
planted for reapportionment to 
other farmers who will plant it 
can be of economic importance 
during 1962 and can help to pre- 
serve allotment bases for future 
years, 

This conclusion was reached at a 
meeting sponsored by the Missis- 
sippi Farm Bureau Federation in 
Jackson Monday, (Feb. 2). 

A “plant or release” statewide 
promotion effort was organized at 
the meeting, and county-wide ef- 
forts were proposed. 

Boswell Stevens, president of 
the Miss. Farm Bureau, presided. 

B. F. Smith, of Leland, chair- 
man of the Miss. Farm Bureau 
cotton committee, said that dur- 
ing 1961 there were 109,599 acres 
of allocated cotton acreage that 
was not planted. This represents 
a loss of $17 million to the econ- 
omy of the state, he said. During 
1960, there were 185,862 acres re- 
leased, and during 1961 there 
were 173,058 acres released. 

C. W. Sullivan, state administra- 
tor of the Agricultural Stabliza- 
tion and Conservation agency, 
stated that individual farm allot- 
ments are based on three years, 
1960, 1961 and 1962. However, he 
pointed out that county and state 
allotments are based on five-year 
history, for 1957, 1958, 1959, 1960 
ind 1961. ìn allotments for the 
(963 crop, the year 1959 will be 
eft cut for the first time in de- 
ermining individual farm allot- 
nents, he said. Some 14,000 farms 
which released acres in 1960 and 
1961 must plant some cotton in 
1962 or they will lose their acre- 
age allotment, he pointed out. To 
reserve the county’s history, at 
east 75 percent of acreage allot- 
2d must be “planted or released,” 
he said. Last year about 63,000 
acres came back to the state ASC 
committee for reallocation to 
farmers in counties other than 
the county in which it was origi- 
nally alloted. 

The 30 people attending repre- 
sented Farm Bureau, Extension 
Service, Vocational Agriculture, 
Staple Cotton Association, and 
ginners and compress interests. 

County Farm Bureau presidents, 
County Extension agents, and ASC 
county office managers are being 
advised of the promotion pro- 
gram. County meetings are being 
arranged as an educational activi-
